WASHINGTON. Ju ne 13 -(¿P)—P resident T ru m an annou nced 
today that a Big T hree meeting has been set, bu t he said he cou ld 
not annou nce the time or place u ntil his arrival there. 
The President also told a news conference that he expected 
the meeting at Moscow this Friday to w ork ou t a u nified Polish 
governm ent on a broad base to produ ce resu lts. 
In obviou s good hu m or following an earlier conference with 


H arry Hopk ins and Joseph E. Davies, his representatives to Mos­ 
cow and London, the President told the reporters the resu lts they 
had obtained have been completely satisfactory and gratifying. 
He said he wou ld tak e Secretary of State Edward R. Stettin- 
iu s. Jr.. Jam es F. Byrnes, former w ar 
mobilizer, 
Hopk ins 
and 
Davies to the Big Three m eeting with him. the latter two if their 
health permits. 


The President said the all im portant thing was that London, 
Washington and Moscow continu e the u nity, confidence and re ­ 
spect which brou ght resu lts in the military pictu re to mak e su re 
a lasting peace. 
He, M arshal Stalin and Prime Minister Chu rchill, he said 
m u st tru st each other. 
Discu ssing last night's annou ncem ent regarding the forth- 


fom m g m eeting of American. Ru ssian and British representatives 
with three grou ps of Polish representatives, the President said he 
thou ght wc are on the way to a complete settlement of that issu e. 
He said that while no members of the present Polish govern­ 
ment in London were invited to the meeting, the United States 
still recognizes the London-Polish government.

California Hou se of R epresenta­ 
tives for passing a bill to perm it a j 
m arried wom an to give an illegi­ 
tim ate child for adoption withou t 
notifying her hu sband. 
The Stars and 
Stripes 
editors 
w ere q u oted as saying, “ When a 
responsible 
legislative 
assembly 
passes a bill which denies a hu s­ 
band the right to k now that his 
wife has ju st come u p w ith som e- i 
one else’s baby, 
we 
think 
the i 
[whole situ ation is getting ou t of 
hand.” 
"The cou rt m u st look to t he ( 
welfare of the child,” the ju dge 
said in an interview , adding: 
"In the eyes of the law the chil­ 
dren w ere fatherless, and for that 
reason it was u nnecessary to serve 
the hu sbands w ith legal notice of 
adoption proceedings.”

be secured only through an organ­ 
ization such as that now being 
set up at San Francisco. 
Building Framework 
He m ade clear in his talk tha! 
w hat was being attem pted at San 
Francisco was not the formation 
of an organization which would 
solve all world 
questions 
im m e­ 
diately and which would be the 
perfect answ er to satisfy every 
nation and all the scores of pres­ 
sure groups which w ere pushing 
for special recognition, but rather 
merely thp fram ew ork or founda­ 
tion for the building of a great 
world organization in the near fu ­ 
ture which would do 
m ore 
to 
m aintain peace and 
help 
solve 
troublesom e 
economic 
questions 
than ever has been attem pted b e­ 
fore. 
I)r. Moore w ent to Europe first 
in 19 26 as a m em ber of the A m eri­ 
can Sem inar of which Dr. S h er­ 
wood Eddy was directer. 
He w ent to Geneva almost every
